Fear Over Swine Flu Grows 


U.S. declares public health emergency as outbreak spreads 


WASHINGTON I The world’s governments 
raced to avoid both a pandemic and glob- 
al hysteria Sunday as more possible swine 
flu cases surfaced from Canada to New 
Zealand and the United States declared a 
public health emergency. “It’s not a time to 
panic,” the White House said. 

Mexico, the outbreak’s epicenter with up 
to 86 suspected deaths, closed churches, mar- 
kets and restaurants. Few people ventured 
onto the streets, and some wore face masks. 
Canada became the third country to con- 


firm cases, in six people, 
including some students 
who — like some New York 
City spring-breakers — got 
mildly ill in Mexico. Coun- 
tries across Asia promised 
to quarantine feverish 
travelers returning from 
affected areas. 

It’s not clear how many people truly have 


this particular strain or why all countries 
but Mexico are seeing mild disease. Nor is 
it clear whether the new virus spreads eas- 
ily, one milestone that distinguishes a bad 
flu from a global crisis. But waiting to take 
protective steps until after a pandemic is 
declared would be too late. 

“We do think this will continue to spread 
but we are taking aggressive actions to mini- 
mize the impact on people’s health,” said Dr. 
Richard Besser, acting chief of the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention, (ap)

Experts: There’s no 
way to know whether 
a flu epidemic is near 

ATLANTA I As reports of a unique 
form of swine flu erupt around 
the world, the inevitable question 
arises: Is this the big one? 

Is this the next big global flu 
epidemic that public health experts 
have long anticipated and wor- 
ried about? Is this the novel virus 
that will kill millions around the 
world, as pandemics did in 1918, 
1957 and 1968? 

The short answer is it’s too 
soon to tell. 

“What makes this so difficult is 
we may be somewhere between an 
important but yet still uneventful 
public health occurrence here ... or 
this could be the opening act of a 
full-fledged influenza pandemic,” 
said Michael Osterholm, a promi- 
nent expert on flu outbreaks with 
the University of Minnesota. 

“We have no clue right now 
where we are between those two 
extremes. That’s the problem,” 
he said. 

Health officials want to take 


every step to prevent an outbreak 
from spiraling into mass casual- 
ties. Predicting influenza is a dicey 
endeavor, with the U.S. govern- 
ment famously guessing wrong in 
1976 about a swine flu pandemic 
that never materialized. 

“The first lesson is anyone who 
tries to predict influenza often goes 
down in flames,” said Dr. Richard 


Wenzel, the immediate past presi- 
dent of the International Society 
for Infectious Diseases. 

U.S. Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention officials say 
that so far, swine flu cases in this 
country have been mild. But they 
also say more cases are likely to be 
reported, at least partly because 
doctors and health officials across

the country are looking intensively 
for suspicious cases.

MEXICO CITY | The cardinal said 
Mass in a shuttered cathedral. 
Soccer teams played to empty 
stadiums. Mexico’s overcrowded 
capital locked itself indoors Sun- 
day, terrified by a new strain of 
swine flu that was quickly spread- 
ing around the world. 

Mexico City residents are accus- 
tomed to living in

Iraq: Raid by U.S. 
Broke Agreement 


PM says military’s 
deadly attack in south 
violates security pact 

BAGHDAD I Iraqi Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki denounced a dead- 
ly U.S. raid on Sunday as a “crime” 
that violated the security pact 
with Washington and demanded 
American commanders hand over 
those responsible to face possible 
trial in Iraqi courts. 

The U.S. military, however, 
strongly denied that it overstepped 
its bounds and said it notified 
Iraqi authorities in advance — in 
accordance with the rules that 
took effect this year governing 
U.S. battlefield conduct. 

The fallout over the raid in 


the southern Shiite city of Kut — 
which left at least one person dead 
— marks the most serious test of 
the security pact so far. 

The accord, which took effect 
Jan. 1, requires American com- 
manders to coordinate raids and 
other pre-planned strikes with the 
Iraqi government and military, or 
work in joint U.S.-Iraq units. 

The cascade of protests and 
questions began just hours after 
the sweep into Kut, which the U.S. 
military said targeted suspected 
backers of Shiite militias believed 
to have links to Iran. 

Hundreds of demonstrators 
gathered at the mosque in Kut, 
about 100 miles southeast of Bagh- 
dad, to decry the U.S. action and 
demand an inquiry, brian murphy (ap)

Peaceful march is 
in stark contrast to 
violent acts Saturday 

About 150 people marched from 
Dupont Circle to the headquar- 
ters of the International Monetary 
Fund Sunday, waving signs and 
chanting slogans to condemn what 
they consider the unjust policies of 
the IMF and the World Bank. 

Sweat dripping off their fore- 
heads on an unusually hot April 
day, the protesters made their way 
down Connecticut Avenue chant- 
ing, “World Bank, IMF, stop the 
war, drop the debt!” as a handful 
of D.C. police officers on bicycles 
pedaled alongside them. 

The peaceful march stood 
in stark contrast to demonstra- 
tions on Saturday, when two bank 
branches were vandalized early 
in the morning and almost 200 
demonstrators clashed with police 


later in the day. 

“I think things went pret- 
ty much as planned,” said Lacy 
MacAuley, a member of Global 


Justice Action and an organizer of 
the rally. “We do kind of push the 
envelope ... but we also have things 
for everyone to come to.” 


There was no violence during 
Sunday’s march and rally, which 
lasted about an hour and a half. 
Police initially warned organizers 
that their permit allowed march- 
ing only on the sidewalk before 
relenting and closing down city 
streets. “We have to be flexible 
and assess the amount of people 
that they have,” said Commander 
James Crane of the D.C. police’s 
Special Operations Division. Pro- 
testers embraced a hodgepodge of 
messages, with speakers talking 
about everything from the impor- 
tance of labor unions to genocide 
in Sri Lanka. 

David Thurston, another orga- 
nizer with Global Justice Action, 
said he was happy with the “diver- 
sity of participation” in the rally. 
He said the economic crisis is 
driving more people to express 
their dissatisfaction with failed 
IMF and World Bank policies.

Don’t blow 
all your dough on one stock. Don’t 
freak out if your portfolio stinks. 

Oh, and you have to stop spend- 
ing all your allowance money on 
McDonald’s food. 

The sixth-graders in a personal 
finance class at an innovative Chi- 
cago school may be brand-new to 
bear markets and have a hard time 
pronouncing “diversification.” But 
they have a wealth of knowledge 
to share about how to survive the 
meltdown of the stock market. 

Schooled in financial literacy 
from an early age, each class at 
Ariel Community Academy on the 
city’s South Side helps manage its 
own real-life portfolio that starts 
with $20,000 in first grade. 

Lately, the financial slump 
has brought a painful life lesson 
into the classroom by slicing their 


money — which will go to com- 
munity charities, school initia- 
tives and their own college edu- 
cations — nearly in half. Drops of 
that magnitude have caused many 
grown-ups to pull out of the mar- 
ket. Not these kid investors. 

Their teacher, Connie Moran, 
asked the students recently wheth- 
er they wanted to sell all the 
stocks in their portfolio given the 
40 percent loss from a year ago. 
The loud, unanimous response: 
“NOOOOOO!” 

“[The decline] doesn’t really 
change my opinion of the stock 
market because stocks are a real 
risk-and-return thing,” said Max 
Tabb, 11, who wants to play profes- 
sional basketball someday. 

Mellody Hobson, president of 
Chicago money management firm 
Ariel Investments, which founded 
the school, thinks the econom- 
ic turbulence will be a boon for 
financial literacy. 

“There’s this sense that right 
now, for kids in America, this is 
a teachable moment,” she said.

If you’re unsure, it might be time 
to play a game of Wall Street reg- 
ulator. 

Let’s assume a scenario where 
you’re laid off, have a medical 
emergency or need repairs on 
your car or home.

Other 
cuts can be saved for tough finan- 
cial times. 

3 Income. On top of spending less, 
you need to figure out ways to sup- 
plement your income if your financ- 
es come under pressure. For instance, 


don’t expect to get by on unemploy- 
ment checks alone. Those benefits on 
average are 50 percent of your wages, 
with a cap on how much you can get. 

If you’re married, ask whether your 
spouse could take on additional over- 
time. While you’re at it, be sure that 
you’re keeping each other posted about 
job security. The last thing either of you 
need is to be surprised. 

4 Support network. When planning 
for an emergency, friends and 
family might be your first thought, but 
they should be tapped as a last resort. 
Many people are struggling right now, 
and it’s unfair to expect someone else 
to support you. That said, there may 
be very close family members you feel 
comfortable talking to about a loan 
in a true emergency. If so, be clear 
on how much they could afford and

PASSINGS I The tall, deep-voiced 
Beatrice Arthur died Saturday at 
age 86, passing peacefully at her 
Los Angeles home with her fam- 
ily at her side. She had cancer, said 
family spokesman Dan Watt. 

Arthur first appeared in the 
landmark comedy series “All in the 
Family” as Edith Bunker’s outspo- 
ken cousin, Maude Finley, which 
led to the spin-off “Maude.” 

The comedy flowed from 
Maude’s efforts to cast off the 
traditional restraints that women 
faced, but the series had a serious 
base. Her husband, Walter, became 
an alcoholic, and she underwent 
an abortion, which drew a torrent 
of viewer protests. Maude became 
a standard-bearer for the growing 
feminist movement in America. 

“Golden Girls” was another 
groundbreaking comedy. The 
show amassed a big audience and 
10 Emmys, including two as best
